I have been endeavor- 
ing U carefully and prayerfully

Then by some sort of flummery arrange- 
ment so well known to the diplomacy of 
Kuropo tho control of Korea was intrust- 
ed imtuslly to llussia and Japan in- 
stead of to China and Japan, as before. 
Since then tho wily Russian has boon 
(jnietly bringing all his powers of both 
force and persuusiou to bear to turn ov- 
fiybody but himself out of Korea. Tho 
linssiau aims at both China and Korea. 
\Vhon his plans were ready, tho first 
overt act was tho occupation of Port Ar- 
thur. Tho Yellow sea makes a iocp in- 
dentation in tho cast coast of China, and 
an arm of tho Yellow sea extends far 
inland toward Peking itself. This arm 


IK called tho Gulf of Po-chi-li, and at 
the entrance to tho gulf of Po-chi-li, 
on tin north, is Port Arthur, whoro tho 
Russian fleet is. It will thus be seen 
Unit Russia is comfortably ensconced 
•nit a groat distance from tho very capi- 
tal of China. 


Farther t) tho southeast, at tho cu- 


trimce to tho Yellow eoa, southward 
from the peninsula of Korea, lies the 
island of Port Hamilton, where the 
fleets of England and Japan are at 
anchor. 
Port Hamilton covers tho 


entrance "to tho Yellow sea on tho 
north. Meantime on tho opposite point, 
not far from tlio southern entrance 
to tho Yellow sea, is Kiao Chou, of 
which tho Gorman naval vessels have 
taken possession. But was Franco to be 
left, out? By no manna. 
Franco, with 


OKI approval of England at least, takes 
possession of Hninnu, a great and rich 
isl.md off tho south coast of China. This 
is tho present situation of tho respective 
naval forces of tho natious lying in wait 
for tho signal to pouuco upon their prey. 
No wonder tho emperor of China and 
his people beliovo that tho eclipse of tho 
snn on tho Chinese Now Year's day bo- 
tokens impending calarn ity. It certainly 
docs in tho present instance. 


While Russia was preparing to enter 


Port Arthur she worked among tho Ko- 
reans by means of spies who threatened 
and coaxed and in time succeeded in 
cutting Japanese, British and even Ger- 
man civil officers and replacing them 
with Russians. 
Sho has boon at the 


same crafty work in China as well. 
Russia has decidedly tho start in the 
grab game. 


General Blanco admits that Lienten- 


ant Ruiz, put to death hy the Cuban 
General Arangnren, bore no flag of truce 
whim ho approached tho patriot camp. 
Ho simply wont as an unofficial individ- 
nal to sound the Cuban general and see 
if lie could not got him to sell out to 
Spam and to make terms for the trans- 


fer. 
Arangnreu's answer was a military 


exi oution for the man who presumed ou 
private friendship to try to induce the 
Cuban commander to betray the patriot 
cause.

Ono of tho most interesting relics which 


las boon presented to tho National 
for a long time is tho riflo which Captai 
lack, the notorious Modoo Indian, used 
n his fight in tho lava bods of southern 
3nlifornm, and it is thought to bo 
doiitloul weapon with which Ge 
3anby was murdered whilo holding a par- 
ay with the chief umlor a flog of truce. 


Tho rifle was cached in tho lava b 


during tho Modoc war, or just boforo 
inpture of Captain .Tuck. It was brought 
out by Modoc .Too in tho fall of 1800. and 
presented co Charles Pitt, tho Indian 
orpretor of Warm Springs, Or. 
By 


t was given to M. C. Davis, special ox- 
iiuinor of tho pension bureau, and sent 
him here from Warm Springs. 


Tho weapon is still in a fair state 


'reservation, uncl is of rather unnsuu 
orm. It has two barrels so arranged that 
hoy can revolve, one being under tho oth- 
r whon ready to fire, one stock with trig- 
:or and hammer doing work for tho two. 
The clamp apparatus has been broken, eo 
hat the barrels revolve now and could not 
us fired on this account. 
The ball usod 


o fit tho barrel is of about half an ounou. 
'he barrels nro heavily rilled, and 
veapon is evidently capable of doing groat 
xecution. Tho barrels are unusually long, 
nd tho wholo must weigh 10 or i 8 poun 
In the stock, now minus paint, as 
ripped often by tho iron fingers of the 
oiloo colored desperado, is a cavity, over 
hich is a brass lid. lu tho box thus 
ormed were kept tho "patches" 
rcnso, tho former to make the bullets fit 
losely in tho barrel and tho gvuuso to put 
n them, so they could slide easily do

d from its long exposure.

Oinnhn hris \vlthln her city limits cm 


unknown nnd unenrpd for hirtorlo spot 
which in n few decodes M ill bo looked 
upon with far inoru mtoiwt than It hus in 
tho piist or is now, for the value of hls- 
lonciil plactih srows with the distance in 
timofrom tho events which made them 
historical. This spot, which is in Oinuhn, 
and yet hns boon forgotten und rieglcoted 
by tho city, is the Brave of the famous 
Omaha chief and warrior whom oven 
WiishiiiKton Irving thought worthy of a 
plneo in his writings. 
This chief lived in 


tho latter part of tho last century, dying- 
in 17W3. In thoso days, according to Irv- 
ing, tho Onmhns looked upon thejueelves 
us tho moht powerful nnd perfect of hu- 
man boiiiKfl, und considered all created 
things ae nindo for their peculiar use nnd 
honellt. 
The loader of this trlbo, Black- 


bird, or Wash-ing-ptuh-snh-bu, was a wiir- 
rior of tho highest class. Early in life he 
hncl hcc-n taken ii prisoner by tho Sioux 
wln'ro lie had his metal tested. Under his 
leiidershi], the Oniahas attained a reputa- 
tion among the other tribes that thuy 
nover had possessed liofore. The Pawnees 
having inflicted an insult upon an Omaha 
brave, Blackbird led his inun against thoir 
town and hlauglitorod many of the inhab- 
itants and bur-nod it to tha ground. 
He 


also waged a fierce war against the Otoes 
until peace was effected by tlio interforenco 
or tho whites. 


Yet, notwithstanding his fiery disposi- 


tion, ho foil ;i victim to Cupid's diirt The 
Poneas had raided tho Omaha tribe and 
carried off many of their women and 
horses. 
Blackbird took tho field with the 


sworn detormituition of eating up his ene- 
my. So flerouly did the battle rage that 
tho Poncas began to sue for mercy. 
A 


herald was sent out with the pipe of peace, 
but ho was shot down by Blackbird. A 
second herald Minted the same fato. 
As a 


last bopo tho Pom-it chief then sent out his 
(laughter, arrayed in nil her finery and 
bearing tho calumet of ponce. Her charms 
conquered. A treaty was made, and Black- 
bird married tho herald. 
She became his 


favorite wife, yet nevertheless in ono of 
his ungovernable fits of rage ho lulled her 
with a single blow of his knife. 


Xo sooner did ho see her lying dead at 


his foot than his anger left him, and for 
three days ho sat by her corpse—silent, 
motionless and tasting no food. On the 
third day his people began to four that ho 
intended to starve himself to death and 
entreated him to bo comforted. 
Ho paid 


no attention to their entreaties, and at last 
n warrior brought a littlo child into his 
presence and placed it beneath tho chief's 
foot. This appeal brought him to himself, 
and, 
arising, no made n speech to his fol- 


lowers and seemingly threw off his grief 
as easily as ho had taken it on. In 1793 
tho smallpox swept over Nebraska, and 
Blackbird was one of its victims. 
The 


following description of his death and 
burial is quoted from Washington Irving's 
"Astoria:" 


"When tho general horror and dismay 


wcro nt thoir height, Blackbird himself was 
struck down with the malady. The poor 
savages gathered around his" bed and for- 
got their own miseries. His dominant 
spirit and 1me for the white men were 
manifested in his latest breath, with which 
lie designated his place of sepulture. 
It 


was to be on n hill or promontory upward 
if 400 feet high, overlooking a groat ex- 
;unt of tho Missouri river, from whence he 
!md been accustomed to watch for the 
>arks of tho white men. 
The Missouri 


rushes the base of tho promontory, and 
i tier winding and doubling in many links 
md ina/cs in tho pliiin below returns to 
within 000 yards of its starting point, so 
hat for 30 miles navigating with sail and 
oar tho voyager finds himself continually 
nc-nr to this singular promontory as if 
spellbound. 


"It was tho dying command of Block- 


bird that his tomb should bo on tho sum- 
mit of this hill, in which he should be in- 
terred, seated on his favorite horse, that 
be might overlook his nncientdomain and 
behold tho barks of the white men as they 
came up the river to trade with his people. 


"His dying orders wore faithfully obey- 


ed. His corpso was placed astride of his 
wnr steed and a mound raised over thorn 
on tho summit of the hih. 
On the top of 


tho mound was erected a stair from which 
floated the banner of the chieftain and the 
scalps that he hnd taken in battle. 
When 


tho expedition under Mr. Hunt visited 
that part of the country (1802), tho staff 
still remained, with tho fragments of tho 
banner, and tho superstitious rite of plac- 
ing food from timo to time upon the 
mound for tbo use of tho deceased was 
still observed by tho Omahas." 


"That promontory is now within the 


city limits of Omaha, "says Dr. Mercer, 


and I located tbo grave 20 years ago. 


When I onme to Omaha 30 years ago, the 
river wound around in tho shape of an 
S, and this promontory upon which I 
found tho grave exactly answers to the 
description g\vcn by Irving. 
It Is in the 


south part of the city, and Williams street 
would run through it if extended to tho 
river, .lust east of it and under the bluff 
Is B brickyard, the ;-oofs of which reach 
nearly up to the top of tho hill. 


"Tbo Omaha oamp was located in the 


bottom beneath tto bluff and a little to 
the north. 'Ihls point was Blackbird's 
favorite place- for sitting to watoh for tho 
coming of tho traders, with whom he was 
very friendly. 
No doubt you have heard 


tne story. 
When the traders came up, he 


greeted them most friendly, made ihem 
open up thoir goods and selected what he 
•wanted himself. 
Then he called in his 


tribe and compelled them to trade 
The 


whites made up for their gifts to him by 
the extra charge they put upon the goods 
sold, and not an Indian dared kick. The 
chief had got his bribe und his people had 
to pay for it. 


"There is another story about tho old 


lellow. Ho was great on superstition, and 
when pursuing the enemy would lire into 
their tracks, claiming that would kill 
them. 
He posod as a kind of god, bu 


after awhilo some of his people grew skep 
tlcul of his superhuman power and refused

He Sold to General lUfocruder of tlw 


Confederate Army— A Mexican Ballet 
In His Knee For Fifty Yean. 


Colonel William H. Ewlng, better known 


to the pioneers of Montana as "Uncle 
iiilly,.' is a native of Kentucky and is no 
ordinary war veteran, for ho began his 
military career more than 80 yenrs ne?o 
then 20 years old, when he entered the 
army for the Seminole Indian war. 
Ten 


yours later "Dnclo Billy" enlisted and 
went through the Mexican war, of which 
ha la now a pensioner, and he carries a 
memento of tho battle of Taos in his kiiee 
—a Mexican bullet. 


"Uncle Billy" did not take part in tho 


war of the rebellion, as tho brooking out 
of that war found him an owner of slaves 
on a plantation in Missouri, and he was 
in the dilemma of sympathizing with the 
south iind unable to flght against the flag 
which ho bad helped to carry and support 
BO lonjt. 
He came to Helena, bringing 


with him some of his slaves, who were 
loath to part from their former master, but 
the modern conveniences for protection 
from the severity of Montana winters were 
somewhat scarce in Hulona in 18(13-4, and 
the negroes being unable to stand the cold 
he sent them to Oregon for a milder cli- 
mato. 


"Undo Billy" is as full of tho history 


of tho wesb as an egg Is of meat. There is 
not a section of the United States west ol 
the Mississippi or north of Mexico with 
which ho in not familiar, and when in a 
reminiscent mood he tells many a frontier 
story of mountain and plain of intense 
interest. 


"I was all through California in 1848-9, 


and have been throu«h there several times 
since. I rode a mulo ouoe in tho early 
fifties from Sacramento down through into 
old Mexico. I have many friends in Los 
Angeles, and, besides, I shall probably 
see Apacho Bill down there somewhere. 
Iho last I heard of him ho was a prospor- 
— ....... ..« ,* MO a ^luauui - 


usdtizen in thnt vicinity. Who Is Apache 


Bill? 
-Well, I don't mind tolling you the 
story. 


"Lot mo see. It was nomowhere alons 


in the early spring of 3835. 
I was one of 


a company of guides and spies numbering 
about 30 mounted frontiersmen, nil expe- 
rienced fellows, under the leadership of 
Kit Carson, about whom eo much yellow 
backed literature has been written. 


"Well, this company of guides and spies 


was attached 
tc. Colonel Fauntlcroy's 


troops in pursuit of tho Apache Indians, 
who hod been marauding, murdering and 
looting on the Mexican frontier above 
Taos. Tho regular troops, about BOO men, 
had been called out to suppress those dep- 
redations and it was tho duty of Carson, 
our captain, and his company to scout in 
advanoo of tho troops. The weather about 
that timo of tho year was somewhat cool 
and disagreeable. 
The scouts came upon 


theApnches, 800 strong, early in tho morn- 
Ing before light, and it was our object to 
surround them and hold them in engage- 
ment if possible until the arrival of the 
regulars, but tho wily devils were on the 
alert and wore already breaking camp 
Wo stampeded and captured enough ponies 
however, to set the greater number of them 
nfoot, and then pursued them hotly sev- 
eral days into the fastnesses of the moun- 
tains, where we came upon them again. 
In this second brush with them we killed 


number, including some squaws—for 


they had their squaws with them and it 
being in the early morning it was impossi- 
ble to distinguish the bucks on account of 
the similarity of their dress with that of 
the squaws at that season of the year 
But let me say right here that the squaws 
of tho Apnches were as merciless in their 
warfare as the bucks themselves. 
Kit 


Carson shot ono in the back while she was 
on horseback and just In the act of get- 
ting away with one of our men, who was 
down, but Carson was greatly grieved at 
having shot a woman, for Kit was the 
tenderest hearted man that ever drew a 
blade on an Indian, and ho afterward gave 
a Mexican five tilvcr pesos to go back and 
put her out of her misery.

A Mountain of Basalt. 


There is a mountain of dark brown 


basalt on the Columbia river nearly 2,000 
feot In height and stretching along'the 
Btream for six or eight miles.

across the Columbia and form a lake 
which would reach from the cascades to 
Tho Dalles. 
What tho Indians said has 


been found true in some respects.

mountain is in motion. Its movement is 
forward and downward. 
The railroad 


builders who constructed their lino along 
the base found the tracks continually 
forced out of place. 
In some places the 


movement has amounted to eight and ten 
feet in a few years. Geologists attribute 
the phenomenon to the fact that themoun- 
tain rests on asubstratum of conglomerate 
or of soft sandstone, which is steadily be- 
ing washed away by the current of the UK 
river.—New York Tribune.

How the Wreck of a Steamship In 1853 


Wan Keported. 


The ocean passenger steamer Franklin 


ran ushoro on tho south side of Long Is- 
land, opposite Center Moriches, at S o'clock 
on tho morning of July 8, 1852. There was 
a douse fog prevailing at tho time, and tho 
officers of tho vessel lost thoir bearings 
completely and did nob know exactly where 
they wero when tho steamer stranded. 


Surfmen and boats wore notus plentiful 


nlong tho coast line in those days as they 
arc now. Several hours elapsed before 
boats wore secured equal to tlio task of 
making their way through tho surf to tho 
steamer. Until communication was had 
with tho vessel nothing was known about 


v her. 
Finally a boat's crow came ashore, 


i and tho vessel's name nnd destination wero

made known. Ilur commander made ar- 
rangements with Sidney B. Topping to go 
to New York and report tho stranding of 
tho steamer to the board of underwriters, 
whoso office nt thnt time was in Wall 
street. 


Mr. Topping nt once crossed tho bay to 


the mainland ond Imrnusnud np his horse 
to a light wagon and started for Pat- 
ch OR nc, M miles away. It was just noon- 
time when ho stopped into tho wagon. At 
PatchoKiio he changed horses and con- 
tinued liis journey to Babylon. 
Another 


change of horses was made at that place, 
und Mr. Topping started for Jamaica. His 
horso was pretty woll winded when that 
piaco wa.s reached, nnd ho changed ani- 
mals and continued on to Brooklyn, mid 
crossing tlio ferry drove to the underwrit- 
ers' om'co in Wall street. It was just 6 
o'clock In tho evening when ho asoondod 
the oilico stops. Ho hud made the journey 
of a little moro thuu 70 miles In exactly 
six honi'H. 


Having reported tho full details of tho 


wreck to tho underwriters, Mr. Topping 
drove around to the office of a lending 
newspaper and furnlshod tho information 
for publication. He received u chock lor 
?5(i from tho piinor and was told that had 
ho brought a copy of a foreign newspaper 
from the Franklin they would have given 
him $100.

Incut figure on the east end nf Long Island, 
lie diud in West Hampton at the ago of 77.
